Such executives would 
bring to naught the workings of the most 
perfect criminal code which the mind of 
man is capable of framing. —

Extra considera- 
tion was paid to a lady when drink- 
ing; attendants standing on either 
side held a napkin under her chin. 
A person in society that pretended 
to good manners, advised one sev- 
enteenth-century authority. should 
not “stick his meat into the must- 
ard pot,” neither should he “return 
meat to the dish after removing it.“ 
Swallowing too fast often made a 
man choke— Which was impolite and 
inconvenient.” “Pocketing the des- 
sert“ was another offense. 

Such were the rules for table be- 
havior that early English and French 
colonists brought to America. Dutch 
culture contributed something, and 
out of the lot we got a foundation 
on which to build a standard of our 
own. From these beginnings there 
evolved a code of manners that is an 
undeniable improvement on the one 
that prevailed in the homes and ban- 
quet halls of Europe three centuries 
ago.—[{Mentor Magazine.

KENTUCKY'S CAVES 
_ INVITE THE EXPLORER 


The limestone strata that lie 
about 1500 feet above the valley of 
the Kentucky River and its tributa- 
ries on the western slope of the Pine 
Mountain in Letcher county is cata- 
comed and their solidity is broken by 
dozens of caves and pits that vary in 
size from a few hundred feet in 
length and depth to hundreds of 
yards and probably miles. In fact, it 
is believed that the greater part of 
these strata are a net work of under- 
ground channels, only a very small 
portion of which has. been explored. 

The Line Fork caves are six in 
number, the mysteries and extent of 
which have been only partially ex- 
plored. The Buckeye Cave is-only a 
few hundred feet in length and con- 
sists of a single chamber. 

The Little Mammoth was discov- 
ered several years ago by a hunter. 
Its extent is unknown, as very few 
have dared to venture more than ea 
mile into its mysterious depths. 
There are many chambers and pas- 
sages, and the main chamber, 3 
stream of no mean size, dashes, 
plunges and trickles its way to the 
outer world through the exit of the 
water cave which lies several feet 
below. Although there is no Echo 
River, the thrill of a cokscrew, fat 
man's misery, devil's slide, bottomless 
pit and topless domes are presented 
in abundance. 

The Dungeon Cave derived its name 
from the peculiar formation. The 
opening is eight or ten feet in diam- 
eter, and the large entrance may be 
dimly seen without descending. Aft- 
er a peculiar descent of about 
twenty feet and crossing the floor of 
the entrance chamber, a narrow pas- 
sageway leads into another room.—

Singer, Brilliant Mathematician, 


Deserts Engineering 
for Song 


Cormack very nearly became an en- 


gineer instead of a singer. Already 
at Marist Brothers’ School, the fa- 
mous boys’ school in his home town 
Athlone, young McCormack showed 
remerkable talent for mathematics. 
In fact the talent won him a schol- 
arship at Summerhill College, Sligo, 
where he won a gold medal in the 
same subject. 

Then he went to Dublin and en- 
rolled in the Royal College of Engi- 
neers, climbing soon to the head of 
his class. It was d Christmas 
vacation, 1903, that the 19-year-old 
engineer-to-be revisted his boyhood 
friend, Dr. Patrick Forde, then an 
interne at the great Misericordiae 
Hospital. Forde had just been called 
to a case and McCormack, finding 
himself alone, tried the piano in the 
recreation room used by doctors and 
nurses. Liking its tone, he began 
to sing and in that was surprised by 
his medical friend. The latter was 
so impressed with the quality of 
John’s voice that he took him to an 
acquaintance, Vincent O’Brien, then 
choirmaster at Dublin Cathedral, and 
known also in this country for the 
concerts he gave with his choir. 

O'Brien at once declared that Mo- 
Cormack had a fortune in his voice 
and should give up all ideas of s 
scientific career. At suggestion, 
McCormack com next spring 
in the annual Feis Cecil, as the Irish 
national-song festival is known. He 
won with ease over competitors from 
all parts of the British empire, and 
with it a 82500 purse, which took 
him to Italy and vocal studies.

N “MEET THE PRINCE” Metro- 
1 politan has turned out as pleas- 
ing a little picture as I have seen 
in many months. Entertainment 
has been the principal aim of both 
writer and director and in its seven 
reels are piled one amusing and di- 
verting situation after another.

and play a little and exchange ideas—and all 
talk at once and nobody listen if they did . 
not want to. But now, if one isn't slick 
and ruthlessly inquiring beforehand, one can 
find the chairs arranged in the best room al- 
ready for a meeting—with general conver- 
sation permissible only between lengthy 
speeches. And any meal is hurried through 
so we can get round to the speeches—if the 
speeches do not begin in the middle of the 
meal anyway. Half the time one is not in- 
vited to a pleasant little social fufiction at 
all—but to be an audience for a row of 
speakers, or at best, to do a bit of the 
speechmaking one’s self on the side. But 
either way one has to do a deuce of a lot 
of listening and polite applauding. 


It would not be so bad if one were allowed 
to “heckle the speaker.” If we could hurl 
questions at him, contradict him, hurry him 
up or laugh when he didn’t mean it to be 
funny.

“Henry Ford is a mechanical genius but if 
it comes to the application of the fundamen- 
tal laws of life and health, he lacks some 
thorough understanding which comes only 
through years of careful study and observa- 
tion. While food is a very important factor 


in the maintenance of health, we have to 


take into consideration many other factors 
such as sunlight, air, adequate exercise, and, 
above all, attitude of mind. The science. of E 
nutrition has undergone’: some radical 
changes during the last fifty years but the 
great masses are very slow in changing 
their habits of eating. Only illness seems 
to set some people athinking. | 

“The human body has often been likened 
to a steam or gasoline engine in which foods 
are burned up like so mgch coal, ofl or gaso- 
line, using up a certain amount of calories 
or units. This is a misleading way to judge 
food values, as the amount of calories con- 
tained in food does not indicate their whole- 
someness. 

“Food is not directly used as is the fuel 
of an engine, although the ingestion of food 
may have a temporary stimulating influence 
in bringing the reserve forces of the body 
into sudden activity. As a matter of fact, 
it will take several hours before the diges- 
tion aud assimilation of food is completed. 

“Then comes the vitamin theory, which ig 
still being commercially exploited by various 
food manufacturers. One of the scientists 
who devoted considerable time to the study 
of vitamins is Dr. Casmin Funk. He de- 
rived the name of these elusive substances 
of the organic world from the latin word 
vita, meaning life, and amins or amino, acids, 
which are component parts of the various 
forms of protein. Dr. Funk, when recently 
interviewed, expressed fhe opinion that the 
American public would do well to curb its 
tendency toward making a fad of artificially 
supplying vitamins in various preparations. 

“Dr. E. V. McCollum, another investigator, 
says after exhaustive experiments: There 
is no adequate procedure for estimating 
quantitatively any vitamin, so data of a gen- 
eral nature is all that can be presented 
without giving false impression as to values 
All existing tables are very misleading in 
this respect.’ At best, the vitamin is only 
one link in the chain of the science of nutri- 


ation and elimt

“The low protein requirement of man’s 
normal diet is conclusively proved by the 
changes which occur in the mother’s milk at 
the different stages of the child’s develop- 
ment.

Many people follew a 
tion in which a group of muscles is used in 
excess. 

Usually in such an ocupation there is com- 
plete flaccidity and inertia of most of the 
body muscles with an excessive use of & 
few. 3 

Ocupations such as that of plano-players, 

- violin-players, telegraph operators or clerks 
who are compelled to write all day, yield 
these occupational cramps more than others. 
In all of these occupations, one group of 
muscles is used to such an extent that there 

iu very little co-ordination, balancing or com- 

-@ensation on the part of other muscles. Con- 
sequently, they suffer from occupational 
cramps. 

Perhaps the most common is writer's 
cramp in which there is a spasmodic, some- 
times a convulsive contraction of the fore 
finger and thumb. To hold the pen becomes 
almost impossible and writing entirely out 
of the question. Sometimes the spasm is 
convulsive so that not only holding the pen 
is impossible but when it is held, it is vio- 
lently thrown some distance, notwithstand- 
ing the intent to maintain the hold. 

Again, in many of these occupational 
cramps, one will find considerable trembling 
together with complete disability. Various 

abnormal sensations such as the “pins-and- 
needles” feeling, sharp-shooting pains, mus- 
cular neuritis of the shoulder or fingers, 


Bumbness, a feeling of complete tiredness . 


and various other symptoms may occur. 

Sometimes these cramps may affect the 
senses, even producing “cross-eyedness” 
known as strabismus. : 

The diagnosis is fairly easy. The case 
history is usually indicative of the disease. 
Of course, the remedy is also quite apparent. 

If it is a violin-player or a piano-player 
who is affected, there must be complete pro- 
hibition in the playing of these instruments.

Whenever an occupational cramp becomes 
severe enough, that occupation should be 
discontinued until the affection is complete- 
ly overcome.

Technically speaking, hysteria implies 
that which is manifested in our personality 
by a heightened, intensified and usually per- 


| verted suggestibility, sometimes along one 


avenue of expression, when it manifests 


| itself in the form of mania, but more fre- 


quently by a generally subdued neuroticism, 
rendering us susceptible to every wind and 
breeze of mental and emotional influence 


that crosses our path. 


Hysteria may be both individual and epl- 
demic. For instance, the extreme suggest- 
ibility with which we follow mob psychology 
as evidenced during war-time or at a lynch- 
| ing or during a crowd at a fire.

a type of national hysterical mania. 

The quickened emotionalism seeks expres- 
sion, individually or collectively, and finds 
it in the most ready form at hand. 

In the collective form, it is like a vast 
emotional wave, subverting to its purpose 
the love, fears, or hates of the populace.

the truest examples we find—a Mussolini 
firmly ensconced in a mob hysteria which he 
cleverly, sometimes theatrically, guides to 
his own melodramatia purposes. 


It is when hysteria rules the thought and 
deed of the individual, when the emotional 
suggestibility colors calm, clear, equable 
thought, that the greatest damage is done. 

Women, especially, suffer. When they 
love, they love with an intensity, fervor, ar- 
dor, into which they literally put their whole 
soul.

They become a ready prey to the accentu- 
ated suggestibility of hysteria, and under 
the guide of this powerful emotionalism 
sometimes dwindle into incurable illness or 
even sometimes into insanity.

Oranges 
and lemons, hamdied all year, represent 
55,000 to 60,000 cars, with four wirkers to 
one car per day. Lettuce calls for 10,000 
cars in Imperial Valley and 21,000 
cars in the Southwest, with all-year produc- 
All perishables represent 240,000 cars, 
ten workers per car. Cotton runs 200,- 
000 bales in California and Lower Califor- 
nia. Just south of the line and 115,000 bales 
in Arizona. Staples like sugar beets, beans, 
grain and cotton are handled in fixed sem 
sons. Perishables cut into seasonal sta- 
ple crops, and industrial demands into both. 

Our attitude to labor in Cadifornia has al- 
ways been one of indifference—day, hour 
and piece labor, without preparation for or 
consideration of the worker off the job. 
This applies to farm and industrial labor. 
The smaller the farm, the greater the ne- 
cessity of casual labor; yet the less prepa- 
ration to receive it. 


Casual labor, let me emphasize, must be 


fluid— must be mobile—and to be so must be 


fostered and cared for by some organiza- 
tion co-operative or corporate, that will not 
only be able to supply it to the farms as 
needed, but to undertake responsibility as 
to health, sanitation, advantages in educa- 
tion and character upbuilding, religious 


_ training and standards of living of the work- 
ers. 


MEXICAN OUR RELIANCE 


The indigent white worker should, of 
course, receive our first consideration. At 
present this kind of labor is below par and 
being educated away from the dignity of la- 
bor. Our schools are teaching the child to 
use his mind to save his hands—not to use 
them. 


Casual labor educates away from the 


home and is not inducive to good citizen- 


ship. It is growing scarcer among white 


workers every day.

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Weather Hurt Cherry 
Crop This Year 


BEAUMONT.—Most of the cherry crop in 
the Beaumont district was gathered by 
June 25, only a few late varieties re 
on the trees thereafter. A. R. Bixby, mana- 


The reason for the small crop was the ex- 
ceptional long and heavy rainy spell dur- 
ing the blooming season. This prevented 

pollination as the bees could not help 


a considerable loss to growers, especially 
producers of the Lambert variety, of which . 
Mr. Bixby estimated about 25 per cent was 
spotled. 

The principal varieties of cherries grown 
in the Beaumont district are Gov. Wood, 
Biack Tartarian, Bing, Royal Anne, Lambert 
and Black Republican. The district is the 
principal one of the few in Southern Call- 
fornia producing the fruit. The cherries 
grown here mature for market when therr 
is little competition from cherries grown in 
the northern part of the State. 


The oldest cherry trees in this section are 
said to have been planted ovcr 50 years 
ago.

Coming back to the historical side of the 
Kadota fig, it is interesting to note that the 
first commercial plantings of Kadotas in the 
United States were male in California 
about the miidle of the last century. This 
variety, which Prof. Condit declares is 
game as the Clarkadota, Dotatto, White En- 
drich and White Pacific, originated in Italy, 
where it was known as the Dotatto. The 
name “Kadota” is said to have come into 
use through the misreading of a label by 
a Sawtelle nurseryman who promoted in- 
terest in this variety many years ago. How- 
ever, most of the large commercial plant- 
ings of Ka lota figs have been made since 
1920, and Prot. Condit finds that at the 
time of writing (May, 1926) there were in 
California 90 acres of this variety, al- 
though less than 1000 acres were bearing. 
He believes, however, that fruit will be 
picked from at least 2000 acres this sea- 
son, and that the 1025 tons of Kadotas 
preserved last year will be increased con- 
siderably in 1926, with greater demand 
for the fruit. 


Fig trees are not as to soil 
conditions so long as there is sufficient 
depth, freedom from injurious salts, and 
good drainage, Prof, Condit declares in 
discussing soil requirements. Sandy soils 
give good results, in many cases, he has 
found, but trees are more susceptible to 
root nematode injury in light soils. Hard 
pan lands if blasted, are adapted to figs 
although harder to prepare and to plant, 
and more difficult to keep properly irrigat- 
ed. The University fig expert states that 
the age of bearing varies so widely in differ- 
ent districts and under differing cultural 
conditions that no general statement can be 
made in this connection. Some trees, he 
says, bear a fair crop in the third year, 
while some others at five or six years do 
not produce enough fruit to make pick-

the er countries and States in preserved figs, 


Prof. Condit states that while at the pres- 
ent time there are no foreign fig districts 
which are canning or preserving figs in any 
quantities for export, it is a mistake to say 
that California need not fear competition 
in this respect. All the Southern States, 
especially Texas, have considerable acreage 
in figs. According to reliable reports, there 
were in Texas alone last year 13,510 acres 
of fig trees, a fourth of them being three 
years old or over. The tonnage of figs 
preserved in that State in 1925 was 2500, 
or twice that of California. These Texas 
figs were practically all put up in heavy 
syrup. The variety grown, according to 
Prof. Condit, is the so-called Magnolia, 
a brown fig which is peeled with lye before 
preserving, hence the misleading term 
“skinless fig.” In this fig is 
called the Brunswick. The Kadota fig is 
also being tried in Mississippi. |
